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Chrysanthemum Pot Plants 


cCALEX LAURIE 


Chrysanthemum pot plants are extremely satisfactory when 
they are well grown and stocky. By shading, we are enabled to 
provide a succession of these plants from late August to early 
December, in this way filling a gap when few flowering plants 
are available. 


The usual method of using the leftovers from planting benches 
results in scrawny, leggy plants which are useless for sale. The 
alternative, frequently used, of planting outdoors and then potting 
in large pots in August or September, results in large, unwieldy 
plants with much of the lower foliage lost in the process. Oc- 
casionally such plants serve the purpose well, but their quality 
depends upon satisfactory outdoor conditions which are fre- 
quently difficult to control. 


The best method is to pot three cuttings in a five- or six-inch pot 
directly from the propagating bench. Those which are to be shaded 
should be so treated early in May, while the ones grown normally 
should be potted late in June or early July. By allowing about 
two weeks for proper rooting, the time of sticking the Cuttings 
may thus be readily determined. 


To grow plants satisfactorily by this method it is important 
to observe several fundamentals. First, after potting or panning 
the plants should be kept on a dry side until a good root system 
develops. Secondly, the soil should not be too rich—the nitrogen 
content should be low—if you test, below 25 p.p.m. Thirdly, 
the drainage should be perfect. Once growth begins to develop, 
a systematic pinching is necessary. This pinching should be over 
all—that is, every stem should be pinched at approximately the 
same level to insure a rounded head. For the normal flowering 
three pinches will be necessary, the last one in accordance with 
the dates suggested in the appended list. 


During the period of growth little fertilization is necessary, and 
growing on the dry side is paramount to produce short, strong, wiry 
stems. During that period the temptation is strong to give a dose 
of fertilizer, but it should be restrained until such time as the buds 
begin to develop to the size of a pea or larger, sothat little stretch 
will take place as a result of fertilization. 

The varieties marked with an asterisk look much better when 
disbudded to a single flower to a stem. They command a ready 
sale. 
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To make sure of disease and insect free foliage, down to the pot, 
a regular spraying program should be instituted. Foliar nematodes 
(use double strength nicotine) leaf rollers (tartar emetic), thrips 
(tartar emetic), red spider (NNOR), aphids (pressure nicofume 
fumigation), are some of the worst of the pests. 

Verticillium free cuttings and steam sterilized soil will eliminate 
wilt pretty largely, while spraying or dusting with sulphur 
(Fungisul) will reduce septoria spot and mildew considerably. 

Subirrigation may be practiced but should be attempted only 
after the root systems are well developed, otherwise most of the roots 
will develop at the top of the pot.

M—Midseason. When seasons are favorable, some of these 


will bloom a few days before November lst. 


L —Late. lLate-flowering varieties usually have best 
blooms about November 10th, if early buds are 
taken and the season is favorable. These varieties 
may be had for later blooming by selecting the later 


buds and planting later. 


T —Thanksgiving varieties usually flower shortly before 


Thanksgiving, but can be held, in most cases 
Thanksgiving sales.

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SHADING MUMS for Early Flowering 


LARGE FLOWERING, POMPONS, 
ANEMONES AND SINGLES 


This is generally practiced now by many growers in a satis- 
factory way, covering with black cloth about 5 P.M. and remov- 
ing same 7 A.M. Do not use a poor quality cloth that tears easily 
because it allows too much light to penetrate. A cloth termed a 
2-foot candle or less is best suited. 

For Pompons, continue shading until latest bud shows color 
and the majority of flowers are quite well developed. For Large- 
flowering commercial varieties, shading can be discontinued after 
all flowering buds have attained about 44-inch diameter.

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POT PLANT MUMS 
for SHADING 


The varieties in the following list have been found to lend 
themselves satisfactorily to pot plant culture. These varieties 
have been chosen because they are adaptable to black cloth shad- 
ing as well as for normal flowering, thus giving a flowering range 
from August 1 to November 20 with relatively few varieties. 

There are other varieties that may be used for pot plant culture, 
however varieties that flower after November 20 are not recom- 
mended for the very early shadings. 


CULTURE 


A. Soil—Sterilized. Field soil with small addition of manure. 

B. Planting—tThree cuttings into 51-inch pot directly from 
propagating bench on dates given. One additional cutting for 
each 14-inch increase in pot size. If these are spaced well, a 
better balanced plant will result than if planted together in 
center of pot. 

C. Pinching—tThree pinches. First pinch approximately 15 
days after planting. Second pinch approximately 30 days 
after planting. The third and last pinch controls height of 
plant. Soft pinching is satisfactory. Hard pinch when the 
last pinch is delayed until after shading. Example: Yellow 
Beauty when shaded June lst and pinched June 11th. 

D. Shading—Same procedure as for cut flowers. Black cloth 
should be new or in best of condition for very early shadings 
to avoid delayed and uneven blooming. When possible take 
cloth off at night, replacing before daylight. 

E. Disbudding 

Pompons—Remove center bud except on the Button types. 
This gives better spacing to the remaining flowers. Also the 
center bud generally matures earlier than the surrounding 
buds, giving the appearance of irregular blooming and prema- 
ture aging. Remove this bud as early as is convenient. 

Disbuds—Disbudding must be done early, late disbudding 
results in small flowers and weak and elongated stems directly 
below the flowers.

Pompons in 5\%-in. or 6-in. pots—11 in.-13 in. from top of pot 
Disbuds in 5%-in. or 6-in. pots—14 in.-17 in. from top of pot

TO LENGTHEN MUM SEASON

flowering period of some varieties by the use of electric 


lights. By using 40-watt bulbs for about three hours daily 
for certain periods of time, many of the fine Large-flowering 
varieties can be delayed three to four weeks later than their 
natural blooming period.
